PARIS, April 23.—In connection with the question of per- 
mitting the German delegates to the Peace Congress to discuss 
the treaty, t has been figured out that if the treaty were read 
to the Germans it would require at least one minute for each of 
the 1000 articles the document contains, taking up two days of 
eight hours each. It also is computed that if each article were 
discussed and an hour allowed for every one the discussion would 
eccupy four months of continued session, eight hours daily. 

These calculations are advanced as a conclusive argument 
against permitting the German delegates to discuss the document.

DEMOBILIZING 364TH.

CAMP KEARNY, April 23.—The 
biggest task yet undertaken here in 
demobilization of soldiers from over- 
seas started today when 1158 men 
and 33 officers of the Three Hun- 
dred and Sixty-fourth Infantry came 
pouring into camp. The units are 
the same that paraded yesterday in 
Los Angeles. Several other compa- 
nies of the same regiment are now 
on their way across the continent 
for demobilization here. 

It is expected that the first of the 
men will be turned back to civil life 
in about forty-eigrt hours from the 
time they reached camp. ; 

The “paper work” of the demo- 
bilization process was started within 
a few minutes after the men began 
to pile from the special trains which 
brought them in. 

The bearing of the men and their 
pride in their officers and the admi- 
ration of the officers for the men 
under them were the subject of 
much comment at the camp. The 
men were especially emphatic in 
their praise of Col. Lucien C. Ben- 
nett, commander of the regiment in 
its fighting, which was some of the 
heaviest of the war. Col. Bennett 
was equally warm in his praise of 
his soldiers. 

“They were not only well be- 
haved,” he said, “but they fought 
like demons.” | 

Word received at Camp Kearny 
this morning is to the effect that 
thirteen officers and 611 men of the 
Three Hundred and Sixty-first Regi- 
ment of infantry, Ninety-first Divi- 
sion, will arrive Friday morning 
for mustering out. A telegram from 
New York also stated that a de- 
tachment of the Three Hundred and 
Fifth Infantry, Seventy-seventh Di- 
vision, will arrive at Camp Kearny 
the latter part of next week.

Distilling also Under Ban, 
Says C issioner. 


Even Manufacture and Sale of 


Only Glass Apparatus for 
Laboratories Allowed. 


DISPATCH.) 

WASHINGTON, April 23.— Warn- 
ing that persons who attempt to 
brew beer or distill liquor in their 
homes after prohibition becomes ef- 
fective are liable to prosecution is 
given in a statement issued today 
by J. H. Callan, acting commission- 
er of internal revenue. 

Persons manufacturing, selling or 


ject to penalties under the law. 
The statement which is sent out 
to collectors of internal revenue, 


revenue agents and others follows: 

“In view of the imminence of the 
condition of national prohibition it 
is believed that all persons manu- 
facturing, selling or using stills 
should be fully advised of their la- 
bility under the Federal laws. Ac- 
cordingly, the following statement 
of the laws relating to this subject 
and the penalties for their viola- 
tion is hereby promulgated. 


SALE OF SsTILLS PROHIBITED. 


“Under Federal laws and regula- 
tions manufacturers of stills are re- 
quired to pay an annual special tax 
of $50, and in addition thereto $20 
for each still or worm for distilling 
made by them. All persons, firms 
or corporations thus manufacturing 
a still or worm to be used in dis- 
tilling are deemed manufacturers of 
stills. This applies to all Stills ca- 
pa ble of the production of distilled 
spirits, but does not apply tof small 
laboratory stills (usually glass) for 
legitimate laboratory purposes, or 
to water stills, which are not ca- 
pable of and not intended for the 
production of distilled spirits. Or- 
dinarily, laboratory stills are small, 
constructed of glass, and not adapt- 
ed to the production of distilled spir- 
its in commercial quantities and 
many water stills are also of such 
construction that they are not adapt- 
ed to the commercial production of 
distilled spirits. 

“Any stills or works adapted to 
the production of distilled spirits for 
commercial or beverage purposes 
are presumed to be, intended for 
such use and in consequence the 
manufacture thereof involves the 
manufacture in special tax liabilities 
as above. In order to give such pre- 
sumption in the case of stills and 
worms intended to be used in the 
manufacture of essential one, vine- 
gar and like products, and in puri- 
fication of water (other than small 
giass laboratory stills) the person 
for whom such still is made will be 
required to submit to the collector 
evidence under oath showing that 
the still is not to be used for the 
production of spirits and setting 
forth specifically the actual purposes 
for which it is to be used. 


MUST NOTIFY COLLECTOR, 


“The manufacturer of any stin. 
boiler or any vessel to be used for 
the purpose of distilling must, be- 
fore the same is removed from the 
Place of manufacture, notify in 
writing the collector of the digtrict 
in which such still, boile. or other 
vessel is to be set up, by whom it 
is to be used, its capacity and the 
time when the same is to be re- 
moved from the place ot manufac- 
ture. Manufacturers of stille for in- 
dustrial distilleries are exempt from 
the special tax for the manufacture 
of such stills, but they are required 
to obtain permit for their removal 
in the usual manner. Penalty for 
failure to file return of special tax 
within the time prescribed by law is 
the 25 per cent. of the amount of tax. 
Penalty for carrying on the business 
of manufacture of stills, without 
having paid the special tax required 
by law, is a fine of not less than 
$100 or more than $5000 and im- 


prisonment of not less than thirty 
days or more than two years. 

“All stills set up, whether intend- 
ed for use or not, must be regis- 
tered with the collector of the dis- 
trict on Form 26 in duplicate. This 
applies to all stills of whatever size 
or for whatever purpose intended, 
whether for distillation of spirits or 
for pharmaceutical or other pur- 
poses, except as to small glass lab- 
oratory stills. 

PENALTY IS SEVERE. 


“Penalty for failure to register 
stills is forfeiture of the still or dis- 
tilingapparatuswhich is notsoreg! 
tered, together with all personal 
property in the possession or cus- 
tody or under control of such offend- 
er. and found in the building or in 
any yard or inclosure connected with 
the building in which the same may 
be set up. The person whose duty 
it ic to register such still, for failure 
to do so, is subject to a penalty of 
$500 and a fine of not less than $100 
or more than $1000, and imprison- 
ment of not less than one month or 
more than two years. . 

“A person who makes a mash fit 
for distillation is held to be a dis- 
tiller. even though he does not va- 
porize or condense the spirit. A 
mash fit for distillation is a fer- 
mented beer in which alcohol is 
generated, and from which such al- 
cohol mav be removed or separated 
by use of a stil] or otherwise. Ob- 
viously the making of such a mash 
is not permissible in the home brew- 
ing of beer or home production of 
spirits, since it renders the manufac- 
turer liable as an illicit distiller. 
Penalty for illicit distillation is for- 
feiture of the distillery and distilling 
apparatus and all distilled spirits 
and raw materials for the produc- 
tion of distilled spirits found on the 
distillery premises, and a fine of not 
less than $500 or more than $5000 
and imprisonment of not less than 
six months or more than three 
years, 

ADDITIONAL PENALTIES. 

“In addition to penalties above 
cited, attention is called to sub- 
section 12 of section 1001 of the 
Revenue Act of 1918, which estab- 


lishes additional special taxes in 
cortain cases and which reads as 
follows: 


“‘Every person carrying on the 
busiress of a brewer, distiller, 
wholesale liquor dealer, retail liquor 
dealer, wholesale dealer in malt 
liquor, retailer in malt liquor or 
manufacturer of stills, as defined in 
Section 2244 as amended and Sec- 
tion 3247 of the revised statutes in 


any State, territory or district of the 


United States contrary to the laws of 
such State, territory or district, or 
in any place therein in which carry- 
ing on such business is prohibited 
bv the local or municipal law, shall 
pay, in addition to all other taxes, 
special or otherwise, imposed by ex- 
istine law or this act, 31000.“ 

“The so-called war-time prohibi- 
tion law imposes for its violation a 
penalty of imprisonment not exceed- 
ing one vear, or $1000 fine, or both.”

Parole of Twenty-one Planned 
by Ft. Douglas Officials. 


Alleged Plotting Pomona Pair 
Included, it is Said. 

Official papers involving the 
Parole of twenty-one alien enemies 
imprisoned at Fort Douglas, Utah 
for violation of the Espionage Act 
in this district during 1917-18, were 
received yesterday by United States 
District Attorney O'Connor. 

The men are placed on parole, 
under the rules set out by Atty.- 
Gen. Palmer, and by the provisions 
of the agreement they are to make 
monthly reports for a certain 
period. 

While Dist.-Atty. O' Conner de- 
clined yesterday to give out for 
publication the list of 
alien enemies, it is understood that 
several well-known agitators and 
pro-German workers are included 
in the number. Two of the three 
brothers, Anton, Wilhelm and 
Henry Weitmann, who were ar- 
rested at Pomona, and _ interned 
July 2, 1918, are understood to be 
in the list of those who have been 
given their freedom. 

The work leading up to the re- 
lease of the interned alien enemies 
was done by special agents of the 
Attorney-General at Salt Lake City.

Thirty-six dozen bottles, of a so- 
called remedy for catarrh, hay fever 
and other diseases, labled Big 8.“ 
prepared by the Evans Chemical 
Company, Cincinnati, were among the 
lot. Another lot was of four dozer. 
bottles of a drug labeled “Grimault 
& Co. Injection, manufactured in 
the New York laboratories of Dr. 
Ph. Chappelle.“ 

Two dozen bottles, labeled In 
jection Cadet, prepared by G. Durel, 
chemist, No. 7, Boulevard Denain, 
Taris, France;" ten dozen bottles la- 
beled “Hygienic and Preservative, 
Brou's Injection,” shipped by BF 
Fougera & Co., New York, and eigh+ 
dozen bottles labeled Pabst's 0. K. 
(Okay) Specific,” shipped by the 
Pabst Chemical Company, Chicago, 
completed the list. 

All of the drugs were seized by 
special agents of the Agricultural 
Department and deputy United 
States marshals by authority of See- 


retary of Agriculture Houston, who 


wired that the so-called specifics 
were in every case worthless for 
the purposes claimed, according to 
the chemical analysis of experts, and 
were shipped in violation of the 
Pure Food and Drug Act, respecting 
misbranding.

PRESIDENT AND ITALy. 

Once again the eyes of the world are 
directed hopefully toward President Wilson 
as the one man to solve the Adriatic prob- 
lem over which the Peace Conference has 
been deadlocked. it was early recognized 
at Paris that Italy's claims would cause a 
great deal of trouble and from the first it 
was tacitly agreed that the dispute between 
that country and the new Jugo-Slav repub- 
lic should be left to the President for settle- 
ment. 

So far Mr. Wilson has been unable to 
reconcile the Italians to the fact that the 
world expects them to recede somewhat 
from their full demands, but The Times is 
not pessimistic over the situation. It has 
great confidence that the President will 


claims and thus remove the peril which for 
the moment threatens the Peace Confer- 
ence. They will do it, grudgingly perhaps, 
but not ungracefully —ior Italians never are 
ungraceful. 

Knowing how delicate this Adriatic ques- 
„tion is, and being fully aware of the splen- 
did services which Italy rendered during 
the war, the President app 
ject with the keenest desira to see justice 
done. He lost no time in discussing it with 
Premier Orlardo, one of his colleagues on 
thé Council of Four, and the evident friend- 
ship which quickly sprung up between the 


newspaper correspondents at least, that 
they were getting along famously. 

But the Président failed to bring Premier 
Orlando round to his view—a view shared 
in America generally and in other countries 
algo—that, considering the changed circum- 
stances ‘since the Treaty of London was 
signed, Italy is asking too much. 

The Italian Premier bas emphasized his 
displeaeurée by stayiag away from the meet- 
ings of the Council of Four. The President 
has countered this move by issuing a state- 
ment which certainly cuts the ground from 
under séveral of the Italian contentions 
and emphasises the fact that Hume cannot

| claims which the Italians assert to- 
day are to the lands on the eastern side of 
the Adriatic which belonged to the ancient 
republic of Venice and of which Austria 
and Napoleon robbei them.
